unsanitary  conditions,  and  that  the  danger 
h'om  it  is  very  slight  wliere  the  piiople  are 
cleanly  in  llieir  habits  and  sunoundings. 
It  has  been  demonstrated  tliat  cases  imported 
into   a  clean    and  healthy   locality   do  not 
secure  a  foothold   and  spread,  and   it  has 
also  been   shown  again   and  again    that  the 
prompt   isolation    of  sporadic    cases  is   an 
etTeciual  prevention  against  the  spread  of  tlie 
contagion.    And  still   further,  it   has  been 
proved  lliat  the  danger  from  these  contagious 
diseases  is  very  much  overestimated,  except 
in  places  where  the  sanitary  conditions  are 
exceptionally   bad.     The    true    prevention, 
then,    is    lliorough  cleanlincs.s,    in  person, 
habits  and  surroundings,  and  care   in  llie 
use    of    articles    likely    to     convey    con- 
tagion,    Cliolera.  yellow-fever,  typhus- fever, 
smalbpox,    diphtheria,  and  all  the  rest  of 
diese  deadly  scourges  can  be  shorn  of  the 
greater  part  of  their  danger   by  the  simple 
observance  of  tlie  commonest  sanitary  rules, 
and    this  should  be  our  normal   practice 
even  when  no  epidemic  threatens.     In  this 
respect,  the   Brazilian  people  have  much  lo 
learn,  and  tlicy  can  not  besiin  their  lessons 
any  too   soon.     There  are  few  countries  in 
Uie  world,  even  among  the  most  uncivilized, 
where   sanitary  rules   are  so  little  observed, 
Tliere  is  liardly  a  single  feature   in  all  their 
domestic  anci  social  cusloini-  where  the  laws 
of  physiology    and  sanitation  aie  observed. 
In    their    liunies,    llieir    stieels    and     otlier 
public  places,    their  ollices  and   shops,  their 
conveyances,    their   cluirches  and  theatres, 
in  dress,  food,  tleportment  and  habits,  they 
are  dlstingulslied  only  (or  things  olVeiisive  lo 
health  and  guoil  lasie.      Now,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  just  as  easy  lo  live  cleanly  as 
olberwise,    we  nnist   insist  that    ibi.'te  is  nn 
excuse  whatever  for  the  (ilihy  coiuliiion  of 
the   streets  and  dwellings  of  Uiis  city,  and 
for  the   disgusting  and  unsanitary  habits  of 
ilie  people.     And  we  must  insist  also   that 
it    is    die   duly   of  the   authorities,    of  the 
schools,    of  the  chuich  and  of  the  press  to 
use  con.ilant  and  inlelllgeiu  eilbrts  lo  educate 
and  compel  ihe  people  into  belter  modes  of 
living.     It  is  folly   to   spL-nd    millions   on 
quarantine  stations  and  on  drainage  scliemes, 
and   leave  die    habits  of  the  people  as  ihey 
are.     If  we  are  lo   be  free  from  the  ravages 
of  yellow-fever   and   small-pox,    wliicli    are 
always    witli   us,    and   from    invasions    of 
cholera,  we  must  teacli  and  compel  every 
family  to  observe  l!ie  primary  laws  ol  lieallh 
and  sanitation,  and  we  must  begin  the  task 
at  once.     And  as  a  guaranlec  of  its  good 
will    and   good   intention,    the    municipal 
government   in  every    city  should  at   oni-e 
clean   up  the  streets  and  ah  public  places 
and  suppress    every  practice    which  can    t)e 
cUissified  as  an  olVense    lo  iiealth  and  good 
order.

It  would  be  interesting  lo  know  wliat 
measures  the  government  proposes  to  take 
to  meet  impending  dangers  from  cholei'a. 
As  our  readers  well  know,  we  are  not  in 
favor  of  a  rigorous  quarantine  to  protect  this 
or  any  other  country  against  an  Invasion  of 
this  dreaded  disease.  Recent  experience 
leaches  us  that  local  sanitary  i)recantions, 
attended  by  the  carefid  Isolation  of  die  first 
cases  appearing,  is  far  more  ellecilvc  than 
ibe  old  (asliioiied  quarantine  cordons  which 
liave  been  used  lo  oppose  ihe  progiess  of 
such  epidemics.  Thus  far  cholera  lias  been 
able  to  slip  through  the  most  carefully 
devised  quarantine  barriers,  and  we  are  con- 
vinced that  this  will  continue  lo  be  ihe  case 
as  long  as  people  depend  upon  this  recourse 
alone.  It  must  not  be  understood  that  we 
are  in  favor  of  the  removal  o(  all  quarantine 
restricdons,  nor  that  we  deny  their  utlllly 
in  certain  condngencies,  but  we  certainly  do 
claim  that  die  whole  altendon  of  a  country 
should  not  be  limited  in  such  resirlcilons 
and  that  they  should  not  be  arbitrarily 
enforced  lo  the  prejudice  of  commerce, 
except  where  it  can  be  shown  tliai  contagion 
actually  exists.  It  is  now  well  known  that 
cholera  is  developed   only   under    cerlain

Coffee  Notes 


—The  govcrnmcnl  of  Cosla  Kica  has  repealed 
the  export  duly  on  colfee  which  was  eslaolished  hy 
decree  of  May  291I1,  1890,  and  December  291I1, 
1S92,  In  aid  m  ihe  building  of  the  national  theatre 
at  San  Joy6.  In  lieu  of  lliat  duly  an  increase  of 
one  cent  per  kilogramme  has  been  ordered  lo  lie 
made  in  ihe  whiirfage  dues  incurred  by  all  foreign 
inerciiandise  jin|)oried  in  Cosla  Rica.  Tills  new 
Brrangement  will  take  effect  July  isl,  iSg-\.  The 
increase  in  whaifage  dues  is  to  be  used  for  lite  same 
purpose — that    is,    tiic   coinpleiion  of  the  theatre.

—  A  jiroject  has  been  |n-esenied  lo  ilie  pnbhe 
works  commission  of  llie  Cliainher  for  a  narrow 
gauge  railway  lo  connect  the  valleys  of  the  S, 
Francisco  and  Tocaiitins. 

— A  project  was  presented  to  the  public  works 
commission  of  Ihe  Chamber  on  the  51!)  conceding 
a  privilege  10  Kmjineer  Crockali  do  S.i  for  a  rail- 
way  from  Pesqueira,  Periiambuco,  Ii>  Santa  Maria 
do  Araguaya,  Goya;;.  Tlie  grantee  is  the  chief  of 
the  goveniment  railway  fiscalizaiion  bureau. 

— We  note  that  llie  Jii>iiai  do  Commereio  and 
others  aie  ojiposing  the  bill  for  a  new  railway 
from  this  cily  lo  Eiitre  Rios  because  it  will  preju- 
dice the  tralTic  on  the  Central  line.  We  do  not 
know  what  personal  objections  there  may  be  to 
this  scheme,  but  the  ohjeclion  on  accouiU  ol  the 
Central  interesis  is  a  very  grave  mistake.  The 
goverimieut  line  has  long  since  lailed  lo  meet 
traffic  requirements  lo  the  interior,  and  is  so  badly 
nd  expensively  managed  ihat  it  deserves  no 
further  protection.  As  ihe  people  must  pay  the 
costs  in  llie  ■^\m\,  their  inleresls  demand  chea[)er 
ansiiorlalioii,  and  lliis  should  be  graiUed  even  if 
le  Central  line  does  suffer  for  it. 


f^ospiTAL  Notes. 


—We  are  advised  that  Me.isrs.  Crashk-y  &  Co. 
have  generou.sly  offered  to  make  a  number  ol  con- 
tiibution  boxes  for  the  Hospital,  which  are  10  be 
placed  in  convenient  jiiaces  for  the  rece[)tion  of 
small  coulrilmtions.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  these  gifts  go  10  the  "relief  fund"  for  the 
Irealmenl  of  poor  people. 

-The  London  commiilee  charged  with  the  selec- 
1  of  a  Matron  for  the  Strangers'  liospii.al  re- 
ports that  the  names  of  iwo  higlily  recoiumended 
applicanls  were  under  consideration  and  that  a 
decision  would  probably  be  reached  in  a  short 
time.  It  is  expected  liial  the  new  IVtatron  will 
arrive  here  some  lime  in  September,  and  that  she 
will  bring  two  or  three  additional  nurses  with   her. 


HOSPITAL  CHANGES. 

The  adjourned  regular  meeting  of  subscribers  to 
Ihe  Strangers'  Hospital  was  held  on  the  4lh  inst, 
nt  the  office  of  Messrs,  Pliipps  Bros.  &  Co.  and 
resulted  in  Ihe  adoption  of  the  aniendmenls  pro. 
posed  by  Mr,  A,  J,  Laiiloiireux,  relative  to  an 
extension  of  the  privileges  of  the  Ilospilal  and  to 
some  minor  points  in  its  ndminislrnlion. 

In  accordance  wdth  these  amendmenls  Ihe  re- 
slrictions  in  favor  of  .subscribers  are  modified  to 
cover  only  the  emergencies  arising  in  epidemic 
Reasons,  ihe  admission  of  ontsit'e  palienls  at  other 
limes  being  left  10  the  iliscretioii  of  the  Resicient 
Physician  and  executive  ofTieers.  All  questions 
relative  lo  Ihe  admission  of  oatienis  are  also  solved 
by  a  declaration  that  "  no  distinclions  of  class  or 
occupation  will  lie  |icrmitted."  Tiie  only  restric 
lions  imposed  are  lliose  made  necessary  hy  the 
present  limited  accoininodalions  of  the  Ilo.spital, 
the  reservations  in  favor  ol  subscribers  and  the 
fees  which  the  association  is  obliged  lo  cliarge  for 
the  treatment  of  patients,  Another  amendmciU 
adopted  was  lo  the  effect  that  the  minimum  account 
rendered  for  fatal  cases  of  contagious  disease  will 
be  (or  ten  days'  treatment. 

The  more  important  amendments,  however, 
relate  to  llie  admission  of  fLnns  of  other  nationalities 
as  subscribers,  and  also  the  admission  of  sleamship 
companies  for  tlie  iiencfil  of  their  officers  and  pas. 
sengers,  and  indusli-iai  companies  of  other  nation- 
alilies  for  the  beiiefil  of  Iheir  American  and  English 
employes.  Special  condilions  are  atlaclied  lo  such 
admissions.  It  must  be  observed  ihat  the  accom- 
modations of  the  Ilospilal  are  yet  too  limited  to 
])ermit  a  very  yeiieral  extension  ol  iis  facilities  to 
the  general  public,  but  it  is  the  desire  of  ihe  direc- 
tors to  biing  Ibem  williin  Ihe  reach  of  as  many  as 
possible.  \Viih  the  comiilelion  of  the  nurses' 
chalet  a  few  weeks  lience,  Ihe  Ilospilal  will  have  a 
maximum  capaciiy  for  about  "Jo  beds.

According;  to  that  pamphlet  a 
Treasury  official,  heinsi  consuhed  on  llie  subjeci, 
opposed  the  ci'lleclion  of  the  tax  on  llie  [;round 
tlint  the  limperor  had  not  paid  a  lax  on  his  civil 
list.  The  Piesidenl,  then,  is  copying  the  limperor 
after  all? 

—The  constant  (lisplny  of  militaiy  force  in  this 
city  must  have  an  object.  Since  the  Wamlenkolk 
scare  and  the  rumor  of  n  conspiracy  liere,  the 
marching  and  counier-marcliiii«  of  troops  Ihrou.^li 
the  Mree'is  of  the  city  have  beenof  dailyoccurrencc, 
and  we  are  inclined  10  believe  that  the  President 
expects  the  spectacle  to  be  a  siijMificant  object 
lesson  10  people  suspected  ol  conspiring  against 
the  government. 

—The  police  have  recently  underlaken  to  break 
up  an  anarchist  society  eslablished  here  by  some 
S|ianiards,  two  of  whom  are  said  to  have  been 
concerned  in  the  attempt  to  destroy  the  S^  Salvadi 
factory  in  Spain  some  three  years  ago, 
principal  members  of  the  society  tiavel 
and  ]>apeis  have  been  found  in  their  posse: 
sufficient  to  prove  ihal  they  are  counselling  the  use 
of  dynamite  by  laborers.  In  all  probabiuiy  the 
prisoners,  al!  Spaniards,  will  be  deported. 

—There  aie  some  good  people  in  and  nut  of 
Congress  who  think  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
study  and  identify  criminals  here  in  l^raKil  accord- 
ing  10  the  scientific  methods  employed  in  some 
European  slates.  Tlie  customary  "commission 
has  been  over  to  Paris,  a  report  has  been  made, 
and  now  the  country  is  asked  to  adopt  tlie  method. 
Uut,  before  doing  this,  would  it  not  lie  well  to  edu- 
cate Ihe  country  a  little  as  to  what  crime  really  is  ? 
And  would  it  not  be  well,  even,  to  nisitiict  Con- 
gress  itself  as  to  the  advisability  of  pimishmi;  crime, 
inslead  of  protecting  it.  Ci  ime  can  not  be  rein--"' 
in  our  opinion,  by  merely  measuring  -  ■■'"' 
head.

presented  llie  Haiao  do  Ladario,  as  the  sai.i  repre- 
sentative, to  the  Emperor  of  China,  but  when  this 
ccnilcman  ariives  there  be  will  be  simply  Jose  da 
Costa  Azcvedo.  Tlie  new  minister  lias  clearly 
made  a  mess  ol  it  with  some  ol  his  represeniives 
abroad .
